BUTTERWORTH DODGES. 

It was a surprise to everyone that Ben But- 
terworth, Ifenderson, of Iowa, and others, 
yoted with their party. However, this is ac- 
counted for by the fact that they knew the bill 
gould be mutilated almost beyond recognition 
‘in the senate. Indeed for four weeks the 
genate finance committee has been at work on 
the McKinley bill, shaping it to the senate at 
once. It is understood they have changed 
almost every one of the important paragraphs, 
reducing the duty on many of the McKinley 
pili articles from twenty-five to fifty per cent 
below the figures McKinley placed upon them. 

ALLISON IS AT HAND. 

Senator Allison, chairman.of the senate 
finance committee, will be a. candidate for the 
presidential nomination in 1892. McKinley is 
expected to be a candidate alse, and Allison 
is said to be rather jealous of the 
Ohioans For that reason, and being 
a rather low tariff man besides, Allison 
will probably make an attemptto get the 
credit himself for tarfff legislation, and, there- 
fore, have the bulge on the Ohio men-in the 
nextconvention. Hie expects todo this by 
making the senate bill radica'ly different from 
NeKinley’s, and then when it passes the senate 
attempt to force the house conferees to accept 
it. Here is the story in detail of the passage 
of the bi!l through the house. 

The Passage of the Bill. 

When the house went into committee,of the 
whole (Mr. Grasvenor in the chair) on the 
tariff bill, Mr. Baker, of New York, offered 
an amendment providing that all articles of 
importation into the United States, whether 
embraced in the free list-or otherwise, shall be 
subjeet to and pay a no less rate of duty than 
is or may be imposed by the country of export 
on like articles exported into the United States. 
This amendment, he*said, was in the interest 
of good government. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, opposed the 
amendment on the ground that it would place 
it in the power of the Canadian covernment to 
regulate the tariff of the United States. He 
was in favor of protection, but he was bitterly 
and unalterably opposed to the abuse of if. 
He did not propose to allow the Canadian 
government to uswi'p the power of the Ameri- 
can congress. 

Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, opposed the 
amendment. It would work an interchange 
of commodities between the United States and 
every other country, and would work greater 
hardship upon the people. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama; appealed to the 
house in these closing moments to adopt the 
amendment proposed by him to gradually re- 
duce duties which arein excess of fifty percent. 
He said an increase of one hundred per cent. 
in tax on hops would be a serious injury toa 
large class of our industries and the intelligent 
Gerinan population. ‘The evidence before the 
cominittee showed that this change would in- 
vite the importation of foreign beer, deprive 
American Jabor of occupation and increase the 
cost of Aimerican beer. This unjust legisla- 
tion would be rebuked by the people. [Ap- 
plause. | 

GREAT DISORDER IN THE HOUSE. 

During this brief discussion the house wasin 
turmoil. Demands of the chair for order were 
unheeded—the rules of tlie committee were dis- 
regarded, and each speaker as he arose was 

reeted with cails of ‘“‘louder’’ and with 

aughter. 

The chairman used his best endeavor to se- 
cure quiet, but he was absolutely unable to 
quell the uproar. In the midst of the confu- 
sion, the hour of noon arrived, and in accord- 
ance with the special rule adopted, and with- 
out a vote being reached on Mr. Baker’s 
amendment, the committee rose and reported 
the bill to the house. 

Mr. McKinley demanded the previous ques- 
tion on the bill and amendments. The demo- 
crats demanded the veas and nays, and the 
oo question was ordered—yeas.161; nays 


Mr. Coleman, of Louisiana, and Mr. Feath- 
stone, of Arkansas, voted with the democats, 
and Mr: Adams, of Illinois, and Mr. Butter- 
worth declined to vote. 

The following pairs were announced: Messrs. 
Peters and Hooker, Connell and Walker, of 

issouri: Grant and Bankhead, Reed, of 
Iowa, and Stockdale; Turner, of Kansas, and 
Norton; Payson and Lawler. 

The house then proceeded to consider the 
amendments agreed to in Committeeof the 
Whole. 

The first amendment, on which a separate 
vote was demanded, was cne changing the 
phraseology of the tin-plate clause, but not the 
rates of duty. 

It was adopted by the narrow margin of 
yeas 150, nays 149. 

A FEW DEMOCRATIC VICTORIES. 
The next vote was equally close, but this 
time the democrats were victorious, 

The amendinent fixing the duty on jute yarn 
at thirty-three per cent being defeated—yeas 
143, nays 144—the duty as now fixed by the bill 
. 48 thirty per cent. 

The republicans voting with the democrats 
against the amendment were Messrs. Ander- 
Son, of Kansas; Featherstone, Keliey, Lind, 
Taylor, of Illinois; Delavan, Flick, Hender 
Son, of Iowa; Lacey, Snider, of Kentucky, 
and Dunnell. : 

The next defeat for the committee on ways 
and means was upon its amendment providing 
that the duty on woolen and worsted yarns, 
valved at not more than 30 cents per pound, 
Shall be twenty-one times the duty imposed on 
&pound of unwashed wool of the first class 
and thirty-five per cent ad valorem. This was 
Tejected—yeas 137, nays 148. The bill now 
fixes the duty at twice the duty on unwashed 
Wool of the first class and thirty-tje per cent 
ad valorem. 

fhe amendment providing that on woolen 
and worsted goods and all manufactures of 
Wool and worsted (not otherwise provided for), 
Valued at not more than thirty cents per 
pound, there shall be imposed a duty of three 
times the duty imposed on a pound of unwash- 
€d wool of the firstclass and forty per cent 
advalorem, was rejected—yveas 143; navs 146. 

This leaves the duty at twice the duty on un- 
Washed wool and forty per ceut ad valorem.

PASSAGE OF THE BILL. 


The engrossment and third reading of the 


bill having been ordered, Mr. Carlisle offered 


the following amendment: 

Resolved, That the pending bill be re-com- 
mitted to the committee on ways and means, 
with instructions to report the same back to 
the house at the earliest possible day, so 
amended by substitute or otherwise, as to 
reduce the revenues of the government by 
reducing the burden of taxation en the people, 
instead of reducing. duties by imposing.pro- 
hibitory rates of taxation upon imported goods. 
{Democratic applause. } 

The resolution was defeated—140 to. 164. 
{Republican applause.) 

The bill was then passed—yeas 164, nays 142, 
amid applause on both sides of the house, the 
democratic applause being derisive. Mr. 
Coleman, of Louisanna, and Mr. Featherstone, 
of Arkansas, were the only, republicans who 
voted against the bill on its final passage.

Read to the Senate— Debate on Silver and the 
“Original Package” Bill. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—In the senate the 
vice-president presented a communication 
from Mr. Canaday, sergeant-at-arms of the 
senate, tendering his resignation of the office— 
‘personal business compelling him’’ to do so— 
and thanking the vice-president and senators 
for their uniform kindness and courtesy. The 
resignation is to take effect June 30th next. 
Laid on the table. : 

THE SILVER BILL DISCUSSION. 
Wilson, of Iowa, made an effort 
to have the bill ‘retaining liquors 
imported into. prohibitory states taken 
up and considered, but he was forced to 
yield to the prior claim of the silver bill, which 
was then taken up, and on which Mr. Stewart 
made a free silvyer-coinage speech. Like Mr.

THE MONEY NEEDED. 

In the beginning the report spoke of the 
necessity of raising $35,000 during the present 
year for the department of sustentation. 
recommended that $16,000 of this be raised by 
the churches, so that the appropriations by the 
presbyteries might not be scaled in October. 
It recommended that the Presbyterian com- 
mittee revise the list of churches which had 
made application for aid, toseeif they could 
not discontinue or lessen it. Under the head 
of “church erection,’’ the committee recom- 
mended that the churches give $10,000 for this 
purpose during the coming year. During 1889, 
thirty-four presbyteries had employed fifty- 
four evangelists, costing $16,000. For the: in- 
valid fund, the committee recommended - the 
using of $20,000 at the next collection for this 
purpose in July. Beneficiaries have increased 
thirty per et during the past year. 

Colonel Wade introduced an amendment 
that ruling elders should take the raising of 
the collection into their own hands. 

Dr. MePheeters moved as a substitute that 
ruling elders should especially interest them- 
selves in the matter, and not take entire 
charge. 

The substitute was accepted, and theamend- 
ment adopted. 

The section touching on colored evangelical 
work was docketed until the special committee 
appointed for that purpose should report. 

The committee recommended the publica- 
tion of a monthly by the executive committee, 
tobe called “The Home Missionary.”” An- 
other recommendation that the church ap- 
point unlicensed male ahd female missionaries 

or work amongghe ignorant and destitute In- 
dians of Alabama and Texas, was changed so 
as to leave the matter te the discretion of the 
executive committee with the approval of the 
several presbyteries. 

Colonel Perrin introduced a resolution stat- 
ing that the assembly regards with regret the 
tendency of ministers to leave the pulpit to ac- 
cept professorships in different schools and 
colleges, and that their presbyteries should 
discourage such tendencies.

CORNERING THE SCOUNDRELS. 


George Work on the Stand in the. Defunct 
Bank Investigation. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—The committee of 
depositors of the defunct Bank ‘of America 
succeeded today in getting more light upen the 
mystery of where the money went than the 
public has hitherto had the privilege of know- 
ing. - The cashier of the bank testified in re- 
gard to the accounts standing in the names of 
of the bank’s bookkeepers and a 
broker named H. EB. Yerkes. As 
to Bookkeeper Boileau, Cashier Dungan said 
he had no accountin the bank. Under in- 
structions of President Pfeiffer, the $150,000 in 
his name on the books was passed to the credit 
of John J. MacFarlane, subject to his check. 
Bookkeeper Ewbanks, Mr. Dungan said, had 
no account at the bank. The $125,000 imhis 
name was credited tothe American Financial 
association. The cashier could not tell who 
were the officers of this association, except 
Treasurer George F. Work, who drew 
alithe checks. Yerkes, Mr. Dungansaid, was 
only one of the trio who had an account at the 
bank, His account, however, bore no relation 
to the size of the loans credited to him. The 
amount of $71,741 standing in his name on the 
books was like thatin the name of Ewbanks, 
credited to the American Financial associa- 
tion, and drawn upon by George F. Work, 
treasnrer. 

‘‘How:-eame-you to. pass these amounts to 
the credit of MacFarlane and the American 
Financial-association, or Work, as it amounts 
to in fact?’’ asked Mr. Grant, chairman of the 
committee. 

‘“T did jt under instructions of President 
Pfeiffer,” said. the cashier. “‘l was only a 
subordinate official, and I had te conform to 
the wishes of my superiors.’ 

Receiver Smith testified to discovering that 
certain real estate purchased forthe bank was 
in the. names of Pfeiffer and MacFarlane. 
These properties ‘le since had conveyed over 
to him as assignee. He (Smith) had never 
talked to the. directors about the bank's 
wrecked condition, because it was as clear to 
him as to them that the real debtors were not 
Ewbanks, Yeikes and Boileau, but those for 
whom they acted as a blind. He knew that 
the money had gone to the Aimerican Life In- 
surance and American Financial companies, 
either corporately or to their individual officers. 

The testimony of George F. Work was even 
more sensational than what had gone before. 
According to his own admission, the American 
Financial association eighteen monthsago had 
$1,000,000 capita! paid in, and it got nearly 
$500,000 more from the Bank of America. 
When called upon to name some of the actual 
property of the Financial association, which 
could be immediately converted into cash, 
he could only name $25,000 worth. 

Work was questioned as to what had become 
of certain collaterals which had been men- 
tioned as being in possession of the syndicate. 
To some of the questions he gave evasive 
replies, and to others his response was that he 
did not know where the securities were. 

About every piece of property or security 
that the concern had ever possessed had either 
been sold or hypothecated and Work could not 
be drawn into an admission that ten cents on 
the dollar could be realized for the creditors 
on forced liquidation. His salary asa treas- 
urer of the American Financial association 
was $600 per month. , 

W ork’s testimony in regard to two invest- 
ments illustrates the whole. It wasdrawn out 
of himthat the Financial association had 
purchased 500 shares of Girard Trust at $330, 
making $175,000. Two hundred shares had 
been sold and the remainder pledged for loans. 

The Macon Georgia Street Railway stock 
had cost $225,000. ‘When asked as to how that 
stood as an asset, Work said: 

“It is rather difticult to explain, but that 
stock has gone into the American Life.” 

Work said he thought the American Life 
owed the Financial association $200,000 or 
more. When Work was relieved from further 

nestioning, he hurried out of the room. 

ashier Dungan was again brought before the 
committee and made 4 most damaging admis- 
sion. He said that his books had not been 
audited since 1887. He negiected to enter on 
the books discounts and loans which had been 
authorized by the discount committtee. He 
gaid that while he did not at the time know 
that his actions were illegal], he now thought 
they were. ' 


Convict Work Successfully Boycotted. 

RaregianH, N. C., May 21.—[{Special.]—For a 
year the Wetmore Shoe company hasemployed 
city convicts, at the penitentiary here, in the 
manufacture of shoes. Today the company 
suspended operations and surrendered its con- 
victs, which were employed under contract. 
Money had been steadily lost bythe use of 
this labor. A number of firms wil! not handle 
penitentiary-made shoes, and there was a con- 
siderabie boycott. The plant wil] all be re- 
moved June Ist to a private factory at Greens- 
boro, and the convicts will be put on railroad 
work. All the shoes made by this company 
were sold in other states. 


The Jewell Has Gone.

W. Jewell, formerly managerof the Caldwell 
hotel, has le[t this city, taking the books of the 
hotel with him and leaving many creditors be- 
hind.

The Story of the Session. A 

Ex-President of the Senate duDignon and 
Possible President of the Next Senate Terrell 
shook hands warmly as they met in the room 
of the house agricultural committee at a few 
minutes before 11 o’clock yesterday morning. 

“How's your race, Joe?” Mr. duBignon 
asked. 

“T hope the indications are favorable,’’ was 
the response of the gentleman from: Meri-' 


aether. 

“And I know they are,’’ added Senate 
Door-keeper Allred, who manages to keep 
pretty well posted on the status of affairs in all 
the senatorial districts. ‘I have been 
told”’ 

But just what he had been told will remain 
a mystery, for just then Chairman Berner 
called the committee to order. 

It was found, upon a count of noses, that 
there was lacking one of the number necessary 
to make a quorum, soa recess was taken to 
enable others to come in. The chairman 
stated that he had received assurances from 
other gentlemen that they would be present 
and all agreed that it was best to wait at least 
aintil twelve o'clock. 

In the meantime, the janitor was sent out in 
search of absentees. He saw Emmett Wo- 
mack in one of the corridors and,marking him 
asa suspicious character, marched him into 
the room. Emmett counted on his good looks 
carrying him through, but when the test came 
it was unanimously agreed that he was out- 
classed by duBignon, Terrell and ‘Berner, 80 
he was unanimously ruled out. 

Colonel! Waddell had just begun a canvass 
of sentiment on the subject of the commission- 
ership of agriculture, when Mr. S. A. Ander- 
son appeared at the door. He was the thir- 
teenth member of the committee and the time 
for work had come. 

CALLED TO ORDER, 

“IT think we now have the necessary thir- 
teen,”’ said the chairman, as he rapped for 
order. 

The rollcall showed that there were present 
besides the chairman, Messrs. Fleming du- 
Bignon, Chatham; T. M. Terrell, Meriwether ; 
D. B. Hamilton, Floyd; H. H. Cabaniss, Ful- 
ton, from the. state-at-large (the first, 
second and third districts were not 
represented); R. F. Freeman, of the fourth; 
R. V. Hardeman, of the sixth; J. O. 
Waddell and S. A. Anderson, of the seventh : 
Calvin George, of the eighth; L. J. Alfred, of 
the ninth; and Mr. Clark Howell, who held 
the proxy of Mr. B. 8. Walker, of the sixth, 
completed the list. 

This was the first meeting of the committee, 
and as it was without a secretary, Mr. Free- 
man, of Coweta, was, upon Mr. Terrell’s mo- 
tion, selected to the position. 

PREPARING FOR THE CONVENTION. 

“Now,’’ said Colonel Hamilton, “I want to 
submit some resolutions which I have pre- 
pared. My aimis simply to get before this 
body the business which we have came for.’’” 

Then he read some resolutions which he had 
prepared. These proyided for a convention, 
the date and place remaining blank ; and made 
certain recommendations concerning the man- 
ner of electing delegates to that convention. 

_Cojonel Hamilton suggested that the resolu- 
tions be considered one at atime. 

Before this suggestion could be acted upon, 
‘Chairman Berner read some resoiutions sent 
him by the executive committee of the Far- 
mers’ Aliiance. These are the resolutions pub- 
lished some time agoin THE. Constitution, 
and read as follows:

F. a, 
THE ALLIANCE RESOLUTION.

Upon Mr: duBignon’e motion to strike out, 
the vote stood 12 in favor and 3 against it. 

THE RESOLUTIONS AS ADOPTED. 

The resolutions, as amended, Were unani- 
mously adopted. They read: 

Resolved, Tat a convention of the democratic 
pirty of Georgia be called to convene in the hall 
of the house of representatives, in the capitol of 
the State, at 12 o'clock m., on Thursday, the 7th 
day of August next, to nominate a candidate for 
governor and candidates, for attorney-general, 
comptroller, treasurer, secretary of state and 
commissioner of agriculture. 

Resoived, That each county be entitled to twice 
the number of votes in said convention that it is 
now entitled to.in the lower house of the general 
assembly of the state. 

Resolved, That the time and manner of select- 
ing delegatés to the convention, and the number 
of delegates the county ney send to cast the vote 
to which it is entitled, be left to the executive 
committee of each county to determine for them- 
selves. 

Resolved, That the executive committee of each 
county is earnestly requested to adopt such 
methods satisfactory to itself as will insure a full, 
free and fair expression of the popular choice, 
but we earnestiy recommend the adoption of the 
system of primary elections in all nominations 
where the same is practicable. 

Resolved, Thatto secure bona fide representa- 
tives, upon whom the party must depend for a 
trne expression of its preference in nominating 
conventions, each county be requested to select 
alternates to take the place of regularly appointed 
delegates who fail to attend. 

DEMOCRATIC DOCTRINE. 

Colonel Hamilton came to the front once 
again, this time with a resolution embodying 
some sound democratic doctrine. 

The resolution was a short one, but wasa 
ringing arraignment of the democratic party. 

Mr. Howell moved its adoption. 

While everybody agreed with the tenor of 
the resolution, there was one sentence which 
did not seem to some to express just what was 
intended, and there was a little informal dis- 
cussion of it. 

The sentence referred to seemed to-carry the 
idea that there was possible danger of some 
disruption in the party. 

“T want to say right here,’’ said Colonel 
Waddell, “that if that opinion is based on a 
fear, or a suggestion, that the alliance move- 
ment tends to disrupt the democratic party, itis 
a great mistake. The alliance is squarely and 
solidly democratic, and may be depended 
upon.” 

Mr. duBignon again came to the resene. He 
moved to amend Mr. Hamilton’s resolution by 
striking out the words, ‘‘we deemthat the 
preservation of the democratic party,’’ and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the words, ‘‘we there- 
fore deem the success of the democratic party 
and the triumph of its principles essential to 

the weal of the whole country.’’ Mr. duBig- 
non stated that he did not consider the demo- 
cratic par.y menaced by any movement and 
that the use of the language of the original 
resolution might imply that there was a threat 
to its continued unity. 

The motion was unanimously adopted. The 
resolution as amended is: 

Resolved, That, realizing the necessity for an 
economical administration of our government, 
state and federal, the equalization and- reduction 


ut the burdens of taxation, and the threatening 
attitude of the republican party to southern pros- 
perity, constitutional government and American 
frecdom, a party which fosters trusts, de- 
vised. our bad fiscal system and _ out- 
lawed silver by an unwise contraction of the cur- 
reney, reduced agricultural and financial indus- 
tries to the verge of bankruptcy, we, therefore, 
deem the suecess of the democratic party, and the 
triumph of its principles essential to the weal of 
the whole country, and with abiding confidence in 
the patriotism of our a pe we cali upon all to 
unite and thwart allefforts of the republican 
leaders to distract our counsels and divide our 
party. 
FILLING A VACANCY. 

Mr. Hardeman spoke of thé death of his col- 
league upon the committee, Mr. Hunt, and 
submitted the following, which was unani- 


mously adopted: 

State Democratic Executive Committee, Atlan- 
ta, Ga.: Whereas, This committee has sustained 
the loss of one of its members in the death of 
Hon. J. A. Hunt, late of the county of Pike, and 
being desirous of giving some expression of the 
appreciation of the distinguished services ren- 
dered the state and party by him, it is therefore 

Resolved, That in the death of the Hon. J. 
A. Hunt, a member of the state democratic 
executive committee, the state of Georgia has lost 
one of her purest sons, the democratic party a 
Stanch jand uncompromising friend, and this 
committee a most wise and discreet counselor, 
whose death we deplore and whose absence we 
mourn. 

tesolved, That a copy of the forogoing pre- 
amble and resointion be handed the democratic 
press of this state for publication as a mark of the 
respect and esteem in which he was held by this 
committee. 

The question of filling the vacancy was hap- 
pily settled by the unanimous election of Mr. 
B. M. Turner, of Pike. 

Then Mr. Patillo moved that the democratic 
press be requested to publish the proceedings 
and action of the committee, and on motion of 
Mr. Cabaniss, the committee adjourned until 
the morning of the convention. 


WILL RECOMMEND A CHANGE, 


The Board of Education Will Hear the Re- 
port of the Text-Book Committee. 
. The beard of education will have a regular 
meeting tomorrow. 

And it promises to be sensational. 

The committee on course of study, Hon. W. 
R. Hammond chairman, will submit a report. 

The report suggests several changes in. the 
text-books. 

The most important change, and the one 
which attracts the most attention, is a clause 
adding Harper’s First and Second Reader to 
the first and second grades. 

Appleton has been used here, and Harper’s 
comes in 4s an addendum. 

Then Harper’s Third and Fourth .takes the 


place of Appleton in the third grade and Mc- 
Guify in the fourth. 

The report, if current ramors be true, will 
recommend a number of other changes. The 
knowledge that there were-to be these changes 
created a good deal of talk yesterday, and 
much of it was unfavorable to the change. 
Parents generally are opposed to change be- 
cause of the additional expense. 

It is alsosaid that Maury’s geographies, so 
long used in the schools, are to be dropped and 
others substituted.

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MAYOR GLENN ISSUES A VETO ON 


THE TAX LAW. 


The General Council Extends the Time for 
the Tax Receiver and Mayor Gienn 
Says It Shall Not Be. 


Mayor Glenn has written another veto. 

This time it touches the people’s pocket. 

The city charter was changed by the last 
legislature, requiring the tax-books to close on 
the 20th day of May: 

This did not suit Atlanty’s property-owners, 
and the tax-committee of the general council 
was besieged with petitions. 

Then there was an investigation by the com- 
mittee, and at the last meeting a resolution 
was presented, extending the time to Septem- 
ber 20th. 


The veto kills the resolution. 

It says: | 

Tothe Members of the General Council :—The 
charter requires ‘‘within four days after the pas- 

thereof the mayor, or in his absence, the 
mayor pro tem., shall approve or veto: the resolu- 
tions, orders, ordinances.and other actions of the 
general council,” and under this requirement I 
must either approve or veto the resolution, adop- 
ted at your last meeting, which instructs the ta 
receivers to keep eir books open untl 
September 20th, 1890. The charter makis 
it the duty of the.smayor to “see that all the 
laws and ordinances of the city are faith- 
fully executed.’ The charter is our highest law, 
where it dees not conflict with the constitution, 
and we have no power to alter, modify, or evade 
its provisions. The amendment to the charter, 
which was granted by the last legislature, fa. 
vides that “herea!ter all assessments and ail re- 
turns of property of every kind, and returns for 
streets and sanitary, and any and all other tax for 
taxation by said city shali be made by the 20th 
day of “ge of each year, instead of 
| the Ist y of May, as heretofore provid- 
by section 35 of the charter of said 
city. The estimate of the income of said city, and 
the apporslogmest thereof, by said section 35 of 
said charter, required to be made by Bayes 10th day 
of May of each year, shall hereafter be made at the 
first meeting of the general council in June of 
each year.” This language is so plain that ro 
mistake or doubt can arise as to its meaning. The 
language is that these returns and estimates “shall 
be made by the 20th day of May of each year.” 
You and I cannot change it. 

The object of requiring the returns to be made 
by that day was to enable the city authorities to 
make an intelligent estimate and apportionment 
of the city at the first meeting in June, and to en- 
able the tax receive’ to make their statement 
and to prepare the necessary receipts for the col- 
oo of taxes, which commences the first of 

une. 

It the time is extended, a great portion of the 
business of the city is thrown out of gear, much 
confusion will prevail, and you cou'd not possibly 
be in a condition to make an intelligent estimate 
and apportionment of the income for this year. 

For these reasons I cannot approve the resolu- 
tion, and I feel it to be my duty to veto it.

THE PATTERSON CASE. 


The Man Who Stabbed His Wife on Trial for 
the Second Time. 

J.J. Patterson was put on trial for the sec” 
ond time in the superior court yesterday before 
Judge Riehard H. Clark. 

It will be remembered that Patterson met 
his wife in company with another man at 
Grant park not quite a year ago, and 
pensive’ her with a knife, stabbing her in 
several places. 

Patterson was arrested and his wife was sent 
to Providence infirmary, where she loy for many 
days, hovering between life and death. 

Pabterecn was tried, convicted and sentenced 
to the penitentiary. His attorney, Mr. R. J. 
Jordan, moved for a new trial, and it was 
granted. 

Yesterday Patterson was put-on trial, and 
the testimony in the case was fully reviewed. 

During the trial Mrs. Patterson sat by her 
husband, and they appeared to 
be on most excellent terms. At 
five o’clock yesterday afternoon the jury 
was charged and retired. Up toa late hour 
last night a verdict had not. been returned.

Tie committee from the Confederate Veter- 
ans’ association has been making diligent 
inguiry as to whether Primrose was really a 
confederate soldier. 

Hon. Patrick Walsh, of Angusta, was com- 
municated with yesterday, and stated that he 
knew Primrose, and gave the names of 
several persons in Virginia who might 
be able to tell something of 
Primrose’s record. Dr. Amos Fox, chairman 
of the committee, telegraphed them yesterday, 
but has so far received no response. 

If Primrose is really a confederate veteran 
there will be no trouble in his making a bond, 
but unless that fact can be thoroughly estab- 
lished, he will remain in Fulton county jail 
until his trial.

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Under the Party Lash. 

The McKinley tariff bill has been forced 
through the house by the vigorous applica- 
tion of the party lash. 

A more obnoxious measure to the people 
at large has rarely been voted upon in our 
pationa! councils. From first to last it has 
been apparent that the bill is solely in the 
ipterests of a few rich manufacturers. It 
imposes duties upon farm products which 
are not imported, thus affording no protec- 
tion whatever to the farmers. It taxes all 
the implements, hardware, clothing and 
general supplies consumed by the farmers 
and the masses, and runs the duties up to a 
high figure. 

The protests against the bill are from al- 
most every class of our people, and the gen- 
eral dissatisfaction has been so emphatically 
voiced that there has been some violent 
party-kicking. ‘The defection ef such men 
as Butterworth, Henderson and Adams has 
phown the McKinleyites that their policy is 
threatened with a disastrous rebuke at the 
polls when the people pronounce judgment. 

Thus branded and cursed on all sides, the 
bill goes to the senate. It will be picked to 
pieces, tinkered and modified. A blunder- 
ing tariff bill of some sort will go through, 
but ft will not be the McKinley Dill in its 
present shape. 

There is not on record a party measure 
which has caused such an upheaval in its 
owncamp. The revolt will go on. The 
tariff debate has already shown that there 
are some republicans who cannot be forced 
into this wholesale robbery of the masses for 


- the benefit of the classes.

Their col- 
umns are given over to the most violent 
abuse of each other and of candidates for

It is nothing less than a violent campaign 
of abuse, a knock-down-and-drag-out affair 
all ’round, and if they don’t watch out, 
somebody is going to get hurt before they 
are through with it. 

A state campaign is always more or less 
exciting,” and it cannot be conducted like 
a Sunday-school; but that so much ° abuse 
of individuals and parties should enter into 
it is greatly to be deplored. The furnace 
fires*of Alabama are cold compared to the 
political heat which is scorching the state 
and making the people uncomfortable, and 
some of the good men there are being burn- 
ed to a crisp. 

After a while it will all pass away, and 


people will wonder how they ever came | 


through it, while men who are_ bitter 
enemies now will clasp hands and be friends 
again. And this shows the folly of such 
political abuse. 

We hope for better things in Georgia, now 
that the political season has opened; we can 
conduct the campaign without all this 
brawling and abuse, and we ought to do it. 


Sense and Sentiment. 

When sense and sentiment are combined. 
their perfect union rarely failsto makea 
favorable impression. 

The other day we said, in plain words, 
that if the people of Richmond felt like air- 
ing the confederate flag at the unveiling of 
Lee’s monument, it would be all right, and 
the union would not be endangered, with 
the stars and stripes waving overus all. 
The New York Herald reproduces the para- 
graph, and says: 

All right. You can’t spoil our appetite with any 
number of confederate flags. It is not a very 
comely piece of bunting, and won’t make much of 
a show by the side of the glorious stars and stripes ; 
but, stiil, run it up to the masthead and cheer it 
as much as you please. 

That flag reminds you of a great deal of suffer- 
ing, aS well as a great deal of hardy, sturdy cour- 
age; of dreadful times, the like of which we be- 
lieve will never recur; of grave and a thunder 
shock that made us all tremble. 

If you want to see it in the air when you unveil 
Lee’s monument, by all means do so. It won’t, in 
the slightest degree, affect your allegiance to the 
best government the sun shines upon. 

This is a pleasant and fraternal way of 
putting it, and it is full of common sense 
and patriotism. A genuine American does 
not lose his head over a bit of bunting, and 
swear that the country ‘is going to the devil.

WHAT IS TO BE DONE ABOUT IT? 


A Card from Hon. W. M. Reese, of Wilkes, 
about Long Legislative Sessions. 


Wasuincton, Ga., Ma 19.—Editors 
Constitution: The constitution of 1877, in 
article 3, section 4, paragraph 3, provides 
that sessions of the legislature shall be bi- 
ennial, but gives to the governor the right to 
convene the general assembly in extra session. 
In the same article and section, paragraph 4 
further provides that the biennial sessions 
shall not continue longer than forty days un- 
less the further continuance is voted for by 
two-thirds of the whole number in each 
braneh of the general.assembly.

isted before 1877. are still continued. 
From an inspection of the constitution of 1877 
it is plain that this provision for biennial ses- 
sions was put there in order to economize 
time and money. The machinery provided for 
in article 3,section 7,paragraphs 15-16,as to local 
and special bills shows that the constitution of 
1877 was framed for the purpose of restricting 
and embarrassing local legislation so as to cut 
it off to a great extent. So, also, paragraph 18, 
of the same article and section, excluding from 
legislative action important subjects,shows the 
same intention. 

The provisions for reduced expenditures in 
the’executive and judicial departments of the 
government and the reduced pay of the mem- 
bers of the general assembly all show that 
economy was a prominent idea with the men 
who framed the constitution of 1877. That 
the intention to reduce expenditures of the 
legislative department has proved a mis- 
erable failure, no one now doubts. A compar- 
ison of sessions of the general assembly under 
the constitution of 1868 from 1871 to 1878 and 
under the constitution of 1877 from 1878 to 
the present time will demontrate the truth of 
what has just been affirmed. The first gen- 
eral assembly,after the restoration of the white 

ple of the state to power, that of 1871, was 
in session in the fall of that year 
forty-five days when it adjourned to 
July, 1872, and remained in session forty- 
six days. During the summer session of 1872, 
lasting forty-six days, the general assembly 
passed seventy — laws, 407 local and 
special laws, and forty-seven resolutions. 

We are thus particularas tothe work of 
1872, because at this session more important 
work was done than during any session until 
the constitution of 1877 was adopted. The 
general assembly of 1873 was in session forty- 
two days. that of 1874 forty-three days, 
that of 1875 forty-eight days, that of 1876 
forty-four days, that of 1877 forty-three days. 
Under the constitution of 1877 the session of 
the general assembly of 1878-9, —_—. 
both fall and summer session, continued 14: 
days. At this session there were enacted 150 
laws of a general nature and 205 of a local 
arid speciai nature. It exceeded in length 
the sessions of 1871 and 1872 by fifty-two 
days. As at this session of the 
general assembly it was necessary to 
provide many laws to carry into effect the con- 
stitution of 1877 (among them the railroad 
commission law) the length of this session was

These figures, with many others of the same 
sort found in the journal, show that the gen- 
eral assembly has consumed too much time in 
the performance of its work. Comparing the 
time used by legislatures in other 
states with the time tised by thfe general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia in the perform- 
ance of its duties, it is further apparent that 
the length of our biennial sessions, as extend- 
ed, is more than sufficient for the work 
required of the general assembly. Ten- 
nessee, with almost the same pop- 
ulation and wealth as Georgia, has a 
biennial session of seventy-five days not ex- 
tendible. Fexas, with a larger population and 
much greater wealth than Georgia, has a bi- 
ennial session of finety days, not extendible. 
Virginia, with about the saine population as 
Georgia, has a biennial session of ninety days, 
which may be extended, but which is not 
usuallyextended. North Carolina, with a pop- 
ulation not much less than that of Georgia, has 
a biennial session of fifty days, not extendible. 
In New York the general assembly, without a 
limit as to its time of annual session, continues 
for four months in each year. Missouri, with 
a population much larger than that of Georgia 
and much greater wealth than Georgia, has a 
biennial session of its legislature for seventy 
days—not extendible. Kentucky, with a popu- 
lation larger than that of Georgia, has a bien- 
nial session of sixty days—extendible, but not 
frequently done. Indiana, with a much larger 
population than that of Georgia, and much 
greater wealth, has a biennial session of sixty 
days—not extendible. Alabama, with a pop- 
ulation of not much less than that of Georgia, 
has a biennial session of fifty days—not ex- 
tendible. The question now remains and is, 
How shall the constitution be amended so as 
t» relieve the people of this state? I think a 
s ngle amendment will accomplish the desired 
result, to wit: A provision requiring that 
biennial sessions of the legislature 
shall in no event continue over one hundred 
days. The voters of the state should at the 
fall election (in this year) require the members 
to be elected to the next general assembly to 
vote for the passage of a bill submitting to the 
voters of the state at the next general] election 
an amendment which will prohibit the exten- 
sion of a session of the legislature beyond a 
hundred days.

COLONEL..SCOTT TO THE DECATUR 
FEMALE SEMINARY . 


The Presbyterian School Founded About a 
Year Ago—The Rented Site 
Purchased, 


The Agnes Scott Female Seminary 

That’s what the trustees of the » Presbyterian 
school at Decatur will call their seminary. 

The change is made in appreciation of the 
princely generosity of Colonel G. W. Scott, of 
Atlanta, who has just donated, in lands and 
money, over $40,000 to the institution. . 

The school is already flourishing, and the 
great good fortune that-has jast be fallen it, 
will place it in the front rank of female col- 
leges in the south. 

Colonel Scott has purchased the present 
school building and a vacant lot adjoining it 
at a cost of over ten thousand dollars. 

In addition to the present buildings, he will 
have erected, at his own expense, a school 
building which will cost not less than'tifteen 
thousand {dollars, all of which he will deed 
to the trustees of the seminary.} 

Fifteen thousand dollars is given in money 
for scholarships, preference being given to 
daughters of ministers. 

The erection of the school building will be 
commenced as soon as all the papers are prop- 
erly signed and plans of the buildings decided 
_ . 

The trustees—asa slightappreciation of this 
donation—will change the name of the semi- 
nary from the Decatur Female seminary to 
the Agnes Scott Female seminary, in honor of 
the memory of Colonel Scott’s mother. 

HISTORY OF THE SCHOOL, 

On the 17th of last July, several members of 
the Decatur Presbyterian church held a meet- 
ing at their parsonage, the object of which was 
to consider the feasibility of establishing in 
Decatur a school for young ladies and girls, 
to be of high order and under Presbyterian 
control and influence. After consideration, 
it was decided to “‘establish at once a school of 
high character,’’ and to carry out this de 
termination, committees were appointed and 
a charter was applied for. 

The capital stoek was $25,000. 

The charter was granted and 107 shares of 
the stock subscribed for bythe citizens of 
Decatur in one day. The school was then con- 
sidered a settled fact anda board of trustees 
was elected. Rev. F. H. Gaines, pastor Deca- 
tur Presbyterian church; Rev. E. H. Barnett, 
pastor First Presbyterian church, Atlanta; 
Co.onel George W. Scott; Hon. C. M. Candler, 
and Mr. B. 8S. Crane. 

The ‘‘Allen House’”’ a large, well-built 
mansion, erected in 1882 by Judge Hilliard, 
ex-minister to Brazil, for a 
private home, was rented for three 
years, with an option to buy at any time 
within the three vears, at a stipulated amount. 

The school was opened on the 25th of last 
September with fifty scholars. 

Miss Nannett Hopkins, a full graduate of 
Hollin’s institute, Virginia, was elected prin- 
cipal; and Miss Mattie Cook, of Virginia, 
assistant; Miss Fannie Pratt, music teacher, 
and Miss Valena Fraser, teacher of art. 


With this thoroughly competent corps of } 


teachers, and a_ building so admirably 
adapted and furnished for the _ school, 
and with a well-regulated boarding 
department under the supervision of Mrs, E. 
G. Elyea, lately of Atlanta, the school has 
been a success from the first day ofits opening, 
and during the term has had an enrollment of 
about sixty-five scholars. 

The commencement exercises will come off 
on the 19th of June, at which time Governor 
Jobn B. Gordon will deliver the annual ad- 
dress. 

ABOUT THE SCHOOL, 

The magnificent gift of Colonel Scott vill 
place in Decatur one of the first female seini- 
naries in the south, and it could be located in 
no more suitable place. 

Situated on the Georgia railroad withfwsix 
miles of Atlanta, where trains are passin Ys 
and from Atlanta hourly during the day, 
place noted for its healthful climate and ee 
telligent, Christian community, no better place 
could be selected. 

Rev. Mr. Gaines and Colonel Scott, of the 
board of trustees, will leave for Virginia ina 
few days to engage a principal, and perhaps 
others to be added to the present able corps of 
instructors. 

The second year of the institution begins 
with the fall term in September, and by that 
time it is hoped the improvements now in 
progress will all be completed. ?

A draught of the advertisement for the 
lease of the Western and Atlantic road was 
completed yesterday in the governor’s office. 

Copies of it are to be mailed this morning to 
four papers published in Georgia, and to sey- 
eral northern papers. 

It will appear in the home papers four suc- 
cessive Weeks. 

The time is near at hand, now, for the test of 
the lease bill. 

All bids are to be in by the 27th of June. 


The Railroad Situation in Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 21.—[Special.]—The 
railroad situation is creating interest, and 
a warm fight will probably ensue. Gen- 
eral E. P. Alexander has returned from New 
York, where he went to discuss the situation 
created by the threatened projection of a rival 
line from Macon to Savannah. It has always 
been a part of the Savannah and Western’s 
plan to build to Macon. The new line will 
probably start from Lyons, which is the junc- 
tion of the Eden extension, and Colonel Haw- 
kins’s Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
over to Dublin. Beyond Dublin the route is 
undetermined. General Alexander says that 
the Central has not bought the Macon and 
Dublin road, which is a desirable link of forty 
miles of graded road bed. At Dublin the new 
line would connect with the Wrightsville and 
Tennille. Three orfour routes are possible by 
which to push on to Atlanta, after the main 
stem is crossed. There is the Milledgeville, 
Fatonton and Social Circle route, and another 
one connecting with the Georgia road at 
Union Point. The Central has engineers in 
the field between Dublin and Lyons, and is 
going ahead slowly. Colonel Machen has a 
small force of laborers out beyond the Ogeechee, 
and Colonel Sparks, of the Macon Construc- 
tion company, is trying to get work started from 
Macon down this way. Colonel Hawkins, 

resident of the Savannah, Americus and 
iciatenaene’y, has been in the city two days. 
His company has had trouble arranging a 
schedule with the Eden extension, and up to 
this morning little headway®had been made. 
The Central seems to have the upperhand 
on the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery, 
but Colonel Hawkins said bluntly that if he 
could not make satisfactory arrangements hg 
would not be slow building into Savannah. 
He was in conference yesterday with parties 
who contro] terminal property on the river. 

The Tennessee and Coosa Road. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 21:—[Special.}]-— 
The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Rail- 
way company today purchased the Tennessee 
and Coosa railroad for $250,000. President 
‘Thomas has, for several weeks, held an option 
on this road which would have expired today. 
A fier investigating titles and the route along 
which it is proposed to complete the road, he 
made the purchase, and he was_ today author- 
ized by the board of directors to call a meeting 
of stockholders to ratify the purchase. The 
Tennessee and Coosa was chartered in 
1884, and was the result of a 
plan, first broached by General Jackson, to 
connect the waters of the Tennessee and the 

Soosa rivers. General Jackson’s idea was to 
construct a canal, and not a railroad, and the 
importance and feasibility of such a step are 
said to have been impressed on his mind while 
engaged in the Indian warsin Alabama. The 
road, as projected, is sixty-five miles in length, 
and, though but eleven miles of it—extending 
from Gadsden to Attalla—have *been com- 
pleted, the enormous sum of $600,000 has been 
spent upon it at various times. ‘The southern 
terminus of the road is Gadsden, and it is com- 
pleted from there to Attalla. It will be ex- 
tended either to Huntsville or Bell factory, 
ten miles north of Huntsville, crossing the 
Tennessee river at either Deposit or Gunters- 
ville. 

The road still owns fifty thousand acres of 
land granted by the state of Alabama, which 
is now yaiuabie. The road will be imme- 
diately completed, and will be of the greatest 
importance to Nashville, as it will bring this 
city in direct connection with the cotton belt 
of Alabama, and also the iron belt. It will 
also make the long-leaf pine forests accessible, 
and give Nashville merchants an entrance into 
territory from which they had been excluded 
by reason of the rates made in favor of Cin- 
cinnati. 

The Macon and Dublin. 

Macon,Ga., May 21.—[{Special.]—Last night, 
ata mecting of the city council, -President 
Dudley Hughes, ofthe Macon and Dublin 
road, petitioned for the right-of-way and a site 
for the track and shops, and asked that a con- 
tract be signed at once, granting these priv- 
ileges. The petition guarantees that work 
on the road will commence within thirty days, 
and be finished to Dublin within twelve 
months. President Hughes was ‘granted the 
right of the floor, andhe outlined the purposes 
of hiscompany. He stated that northern par- 
ties were now in the city to sign a contract 
to build the road. Forty miles of 
the road-bed are graded, from 
Dublin towards Macon, and about fifteen miles 
yet remain to be graded between Macon and 
the Dublin end, which it is intended are to be 
comploted at once. These forty miles were 
graded several years ago, and the work is said 

to be in excellent condition, and can be made 
ator at a cost of not less than $2,000. Vice- 

*resident H. P. Morse, of the Macon and Dub- 

lin, was also present. Council agreed to grant 
the privileges asked by the Macon and Dublin 
road, and contracts will be drawn at once. 
The Covington and Macon road was granted a 
sile for the main shops of the road, which will 
be built within eight months. 

Tho Louisville and Nashville Expected. 

Cuarieston, 8. C., May 21.—{Special.]— 
The case of Frederick Bound ys. 
tho South Carolina railroad was 
argued before Judge Bond in 
United States circuit court today. The court 
refused to grant an order for the sale of the 
road, and the case, therefore, goes over till De- 
cember next. It is generally believed here 
that the Louisville and Nashville system will 
become the purchasers of the road, and the re- 
fusai togrant the order is said to bea victory 
for that system.

FALSE SWEARING. 


A Witness in the United States Court Will 
Have an Opportunity of Learning to Tell 
the Truth—Other Cases in Court. 


Yesterday brought another perjury case be- 
fore Judge Newman. | 

The case was that of the United States 
vs. W. J. Gilbert, charging him with swear- 
ing falsely in the case against James Bushaw, 
who was held for running dn illicit distillery. 

From the evidence rendered it seems that 
not many months ago James Bushaw wastried 
before Commissioner Gaston, at Gainesville, 
for running an illicit distillery. In this case 
Gilbert, as a government witness,swore that he 
had seen Bushaw deliver meal at the distillery 
time and again, and take other active steps in 
the carrying on of the distillery. 

When the cave was brought to Atlanta some 
weeks ago and was argued before Judge 
Newman, a change suddenly came over the 
spirit of Gilbert’s dream, and he swore directly 
contrary to his former oath. 

Ne stated that he had never seen Bushaw 
take any part whateverin the management of 
the distillery. 

Gilbert was sentenced tof three years’ hard 
labor in the Columbus, Ohio, penitentiary and 
to pay a fine of £500 and costs. 


The case of the government against Charles 
Burnes, charged with making silver money 
out of gold meney, was dismissed by erder of 
the court. Burnes is an itinerant peddier on 
whose person had been fouid a twenty-dolar 
gold piece, brightiy polished, with a? silvery 
coating. He was charged with counterfeiting, 
but owing to insufiicient evidence Judge New- 
man ‘‘nol prossed”’ the case.

Bunyan Holden is charged with stealing a 
pension from an aged woman in Gilmer county. 

The old lady, it seems, was pensioned some 
time last yearand acheck was mailed to her 
post-oflice.

In 1876 there came to Atlanta a young mu- 
jatto shoemaker, John T. Schell. He was a 
4 workman, and soon secured a position 
“with Delbridge, the shoemaker, who has a 
ghop under James's bank. For several years 
he worked there, and then came the time to 
get up business for himself. | 

Schell differed from some of the members of 
‘pisrace in many particulars. He was always 
sober and industrious, and soon earned the re- 
spect and confidence of all who knew him; 
put, unlike many another in like situations, he 
refused to be drawn into politics. The time 
which would-be political leaders spent in hang- 
jng around street corners he devoted to his 
work or his church ; and he prospered. 

His first place of business was out on Peters 
street. Tier: he worked away, all the time 
saving his money, until he was able to pur- 
chase the Peters street property. After awltile 
he erected on this a two-story brick building. 
using part of it for dry goods and shoe stores. 

The second story is used fora public hall, 
“Schells’s hall,”’ which figures in so many 
political contests. 

Since then, he has been adding, year by 
vear, to his income, and now his dry goods 
and shoe store, on Peters street, does a busi- 
ness of about $25,000 a year, while he has, 
also, a large store and shop under the Kim- 
ball house, and owns, also, a barber shop next 
door to this last place. 

Schell buys from $15,000 to $20,000 worth of 
dry goods from Moore, Marsh & Co., each 
year, and the members of that firm, as ail 
ethers with which he does business, believes 
in him implicitly. 

About four years ago, Schell paid $525 for 
a lot. 100 feet by 200, on West 
Mitche!l street, at the corner of Haynes. The 
property has greatly increased in value, of 
course, and now he has just completed a three- 
story brick building upon it. This block cost 
$5,000. 

In speaking about this new investment, 
Schell said: ‘I figured on each floor bring- 
ing me $500 a yearin rental; but I will do 
better than that. On the ground floor there 
are four stores, which have all been rented for 
nearly $1,000 a year. The second floor 1s fitted 
up as an opera-house, with a nice stage, good 
scenery, and all the necessary appointments 
for a theater of that_4jze.”’ 

He rents this by the night, and believes it 
will net him $500 in the year. It 
has already been used by a 
number of different organizations and 
negro minstrel companies. One, afew nights 
ago, played to a $500 house there. 

The third floor is fitted up for society pur- 
poses. Five lodges have taken it, each paying 
$100 a year rental. So, you see, that isa 
pretty goodinvestment. But that is not all.

BARN-BURNERS AT LARGE. 


One of the Suspected Incendiaries Lynched 
by the People. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 21.—[{Special.]— 
Barn-burners have, for the past few months, 
been actively at work in Giles, Williainson 
and Sumner counties. Considerable loss has 
been caused to farmers, and although, when 
captured, the offenders are summarily dealt 
with, the work goes merrily on. Early this 
morning Alex Paden, living near Pulaski, in 
Giles county, lost a new barn, costing over six 
hundred dollars. Three fine mares, one horse 
and four mules, valued at twelve hundred dol- 
lars, were burned to death. A buggy and 
wagon, with several sets of harness, fifty bar- 
rels of corn, and a great quantity of baled hay, 
were destroyed. 

Altogether his loss was over $3,000; insured 
for less than half. This is the second time 
this year that Mr. Paden’s barn has been 
burned. The farmers in the suffering counties 
are determined to put a stop to barn-burning. 
About three weeks ago a negro was taken from 
me Fayetteville jail and lynched for this of- 
ense. 


THE SURPRISING VERDICT 


Rendered by a North Carolina Jury—The 
Judge’s Remarks. 


RaAvEian, N. C., May 20.—[Special.}—The 
case of the Ocracoke island oystermen against 
ex-Lieutenant Francis Winslow has been 
heard in the superior court of Hyde county be- 
fore Judge Whittaker, and resulted in the ac- 
quittal of the defendants. Two days were eon- 
sumed in the hearing, and the jury were out 
all night. Whenthey came in with the ver- 
dict Judge Whittaker expressed himself as 
greatly surprised at their action, and was se- 
vere in his rebuke of them.

21.—The stock inarket was 
again very active and feve rish today with a gen- 
eral downward tendency, though it was not until 
the last few minutes of business when a deter- 
mined raid was made upon a few vulnerable points 
in the that any material linpressioh Was 
mado upen values.

The advance in 
sugar and Richmond and West Point during the 
early dealings was marked, but Atchison was 
weak from the outset, notwithstanding the fact 
that the pending consummation of its acquisitino 
of the St. Louis and San _ Francisco 
and the final abandonment of the voting 
trust were regarded in a_ very favorable 
light.
